The  cases  were 
of  a  mild  type  and  there  were  no  deaths.

(3)  Other  : — There  is  one  District  Hospital  at  Shepton  Mallet  for  the  treatment  of 
general  medical  and  surgical  cases.  There  is  no  Public  Assistance  Institution, 
the  building  having  been  taken  over  by  The  County  Council  as  an  Institution 
for  persons  suffering  from  Mental  Deficiency. 

E.  — Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Illegitimate  Infants  :  None.

(2)  For  Non-Infectious  Cases  and  Accidents  : — A  Motor  Ambulance  supplied  and 
equipped  by  the  Shepton  Mallet  Urban  District  Council  is  kept  at  the  Wells  Road 
Garage,  Shepton  Mallet,  Telephone  126  ;  and  in  case  of  need  additional  ambulances 
are  obtainable  through  the  local  branch  of  the  B.R.C.S.  and  also  from  Wells  and 
Radstock.

6.— LABORATORY  WORK. 

Examinations  of  bacteriological  and  pathological  specimens  are  carried  out  at  The  Public 
Hea  1th  Laboratory,  Taunton  :  considerable  use  of  this  Laboratory  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

A  supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  kept  at  The  District  Hospital.  Shepton  Mallet,  and  is 
supplied  free  on  demand  by  Practitioners  practising  in  the  District. 


7.^ -PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY. 


There  is  one  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Housing  and  Sanitary  Surveyor  (a  whole-time  officer)  and 
myself  (a  part-time  officer).  There  is  one  Health  Vistior  in  the  District. 


8.— WATER  SUPPLIES. 

From  tlie  result  of  routine  samples  taken  during  the  year,  it  is  evident  that  the  quality  of  the 
water  has  been  satisfactory.  With  regard  to  quantity,  the  Waterworks  Company  found  it  necessary 
for  a  time  to  curtail  the  supply  at  night  for  certain  periods  owing  to  the  effect  of  the  drought.  The 
Company  state,  however,  that  as  a  result  of  such  night  precautions,  the  consumers  were  not  unduly 
restricted  and  that  no  complaints  were  received  by  them  on  account  thereof. 

4 

'fhe  water  supply  is  still  continuously  treated  by  chlorination  and  de-chlorination.  The  plant 
was  subjected  to  a  very  detailed  overhaul  shortly  after  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  the  work  being 
carried  out  by  the  manufacturers,  whose  expert  gave  a  most  satisfactory  report  thereon. 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  Shepton  Mallet  Waterworks  Company’s 
mains,  with  the  exception  of  certain  outlying  premises  and  a  few  properties  not  connected  to  such  mains. 
A  supply  of  main  water  was  laid  on  to  three  cottages  wheie  the  existing  well  supply  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  (these  premises  being  those  referred  to  in  the  report  for  1946). 

Extensions  ok  Improvements  durino  the  Year. 

(a)  Extension  of  main  at  Kingsland  Road  to  afford  supply  to  ten  new  bungalows  on  the 
Council’s  Housing  Estate  at  Ridgeway. 

(b)  Extension  of  main  at  West  Shepton,  for  a  distance  of  approxingately  250  yards. 
Post-War  Proposals, 

The  only  extensions  at  present  contemplated  are  : — 

(1)  At  Coimcil’s  Housing  Estate,  Ridgeway,  to  meet  requirements  of  housing  programme. 

(2)  New  main  from  West  Shepton  via  Hitchen  Lane  to  connect  to  mains  on  new  Housing 
Estate, 

The  following  details  relating  to  the  Shepton  Mallet  Waterworks  Company  are  taken  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  report  : — 


Area  of  Supply. — Whole  of  urban  district,  together  with  certain  sparsely  populated  parts  of 
four  parishes  in  the  rural  district. 

Estimated  population  of  the  area  is  4,534,  of  which  4,500  are  in  the  urban  district. 

Company  supplies  practically  the  whole  of  its  area. 

Total  daily  consumption  is  315,000  gallons  ( — 79  g.p.h.p.d.). 

Daily  domestic  consumption  240,000  gallons  (■ — 53  ditto  ). 

The  sources  are  three  sets  of  springs  on  the  slopes  of  the  jMendips  to  the  north  of  the  town, 
rising  from  the  Old  Red  Sandstone  and  the  Carboniferous  Limestone,  The  flow  of  these 
sources  in  the  1921  drought  was  168,400  g.p.d.,  and  in  the  1934  drought  202,000  g.p.d. 
The  winter  flow  of  the  sources  is  about  1  m. g.p.d.,  and  for  nine  months  of  the  year  a  flow 
of  500,000  can  be  relied  on. 

The  report  further  states  that  the  resources  of  the  Company  are  ample  in  winter,  but  are 
inadeciuate  for  present  consumption  in  a  drought,  and  that  the  consumption  is  high  and  might  be  re¬ 
duced  by  intensive  waste  inspection,  but  even  then  a  new  source  will  be  required  in  the  future. 


9.— DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

No  change  during  the  year, 

Post-War  Proposals. — Nil. 

The  Council  had  arranged  to  call  in  a  firm  of  Engineering  Consultants  to  advise  upon  the 
modernisation  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  but  cancelled  (or  deferred)  the  matter  in  view  of  the 
Government’s  White  Paper  upon  the  curtailment  of  capital  expenditure. 


10— .CAMPING  SITES. 

No  Cajiiping  Sites  have  been  registered  in  the  District. 

Generally  the  only  cases  of  Camping  which  occurred  were  only  of  2 or  3  days’  duration,  except 
in  the  case  of  The  Fair  Ground  in  f'ook’s  Paddock,  the  duration  of  which  is  usuall  about  one  or  two 
weeks.

During  1947,  the  Local  Authority  completed  the  erection  of  the  first  40  (forty)  houses  upon  the 
new  housing  estate  at  Ridgeway  and  commenced  the  erection  of  10  (ten)  bungalows  for  aged  persons. 
It  was  also  intended  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  a  further  30  (thirty)  houses  as  part  of  the  1947 
housing  programme,  but  this  was  cut  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  6  (six)  houses,  which,  however,  were 
not  commenced  at  31/12/47.  All  the  above  houses  are  permanent  and  of  traditional  construction. 

In  addition,  the  Council  commenced  the  conversion  of  Sales  House,  previously  unoccupied,  into 
five  jBats. 

Building  Licences  were  issued  during  1947  for  the  erection  of  five  dwellinghouses  by  private 
enterprise,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  one  house  had  been  completed  and  the  others  were  in  course  of 
erection. 


One  dwelling  was  converted  into  two  flats,  by  private  enterprise. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  information  given  on  housing  applications  and  from  further  details 
ascertained  on  investigations  regarding  such  applications,  that  the  housing  situation  is  very  bad.  Apart 
from  the  general  shortage  of  accommoadtion,  the  general  housing  standard  is  low.

Offensive  Tbades. 

The  carrying  on  of  offensive  trades  at  one  premises,  in  respect  of  which  a  number  of  complaints 
had  been  received  and  where  conditions  generally  were  unsuitable,  was  discontinued,  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


Refuse  Collection  .4nd  Disposal. 

The  Council  carry  out  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District.  It  was  decided  to  replace  the  adapted  lorry  for  a  modern  low-loading  refuse  collection  motor 
lorry  fitted  with  sliding  dust  covers  and  hydraulic  tipping  gear  ;  a  model  C.K.3  10  cubic  yards  capacity 
Karri er  vehicle  was  ordered  and  was  put  into  operation  immediately  after  its  delivery  at  the  end  of  October, 
1947.  Refuse  is  still  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  a  site  adjoining  the  S.  &  D.  Station 
at  Charlton,  but  as  this  is  nearly  full,  another  tip  has  been  rented  at  Winsor  Hill. 


Milk  (Special  Designations)  Ordebs. 

A  dairyman  holding  a  licence  from  the  Urban  District  Council  authorising  him  to  pasteurise  milk 
was  notified  that  the  premises  and  equipment  generally  were  not  considered  suitable  for  that  purpose,  and 
that  it  was  not  proposed  to  recommend  the  Council  to  renew  the  licence  on  its  expiry  at  31st  December, 
1947.
